Two men were fatally injured 
and another remained in ordi­ 
nal condition in Desert Hospital 
Saturday as a result of a head- 
on collision between oncoming 
v e h i c l e s near Thunderbird 
Ranch and Country Club on 
Highway 111 about 9:45 p.m., 
Friday. 
Killed were: Brtme Hoyt Nel­ 
son, 33, portrait artist of Los 
Angeles and San Diego who 
had been staying at the Palm 
Springs Trailer Village* and who 
had been planning a one-man 
show at the Desert Art Center, 
and Willis E. Bailey, 34, San 
Fernando, vice president of 
Brewster Food Supplement Sup­ 
ply of Reseda. 
IN CRITICAL CONDITION and 
still unconscious Saturday was 
William A. Pyke of Reseda. 
Nelson was alone in his car, 
traveling west on Highway 111, 
and Bailey and Pyke were to­ 
gether in the other vehicle, 
traveling east. Both cars were 
extensively damaged by the 
impact. 
Bailey and Pyke w'ere thrown 
out of their car, and Nelson was 
jammed beneath a mass of 
tangled wreckage in his vehicle. 
The bodies of Nelson and 
Bailey are at Wiefels and Son 
Mortuary pending funeral ar­ 
rangements. 
Earlier in the evening, about 
6 p.m., Bailey had been driver 
of the samé car when it was 
involved in an accident at the 
intersection of Tamarisk road 
and North Palm Canyon drive. 
TRAVELING SOUTH on Palm 
Canyon, he was turning left at 
the time, and his vehicle col­ 
lided with one driven by Sam­ 
uel Sontag, 46, 302 Camino 
Alturas. 
Damage to the car Bailey was 
driving was estimated at $250, 
and to Sont^g’s $300.

Perseverance of Detective Bob 
White brought about the solv­ 
ing of an almost “unsolvable 
crime" Thursday, with Ellis 
King Johnson, 34, 315 South 
Calle Encilia, confessing to the 
theft of $1220 from the glove 
compartment of the car of Mrs. 
Dan Thornton last Monday. 
Johnson, an employe of the 
seivice station where the car 
had been left while the wife of 
the ex-Colorado governor played 
golf, had been arrested Tuesday 
on suspicion of a felony. 
PERSISTENT interrogation for 
three days, together with dis­ 
covery of discrepancies in John­ 
son's story resulted in the con­ 
fession late Thursday evening. 
Recovered was the $1200 in 
$100 bills which had been 
wrapped in tinfoil, then placed 
in a half-filled can of putty 
and buried in an outbuilding 
in the rear of Johnson’s house. 
IN HIS STATEMENT, the sus­ 
pect told of keeping out $20. 
and said that he will return it. 
Regarding the theft, he said 
that “it was a great temptation 
and I fell for it, for which 1 
am sorry.” 
Johnson, charged with grand 
theft, appeared in Judge E u­ 
gene Therieau’s justice court 
Friday, and was bound over to 
superior court in Indio, with 
the appearance date set for 2 
p.m..

CONSTRUCTION 
authorized 
during the month totalled $796,­ 
750, mere than three times the 
total of $263,000 during March 
of 1954. 
Dwellings again led the list 
of construction, with 26 permits 
issued for new homes, at a cost 
of $5-11,000. 
A TOTAL OF 86 PERMITS 
was

during

Olhers were: Seventeen dwell­ 
ing additions $53,450; three 
new apartments, seven units, 
$50,000; one apartment addi­ 
tion $1,000; two new commer­ 
cial buildings $55,000; 15 swim­ 
ming pools $55,000; 19 trailer 
additions, $35,300; one trailer 
park addition $5,000, and one 
demolition $1,000.

The election results have been 
officially recognized by the 
area director, Bureau of Indian 
Affairs.

Judge Hilton H McCabe of 
the Indio superior court branch 
has issued a restraining order 
to compel Herbert to continue 
supplying water to Burke and 
Milner pending disposition of 
the suit. 
CONSTABLE HOWARD POE. 
who served the papers on Her­ 
bert said that the latter told 
him to contact his attorney, 
Leonard Bock of Palm Springs, 
but made no effort to comply 
with the order. 
Burke and Milner are rep­ 
resented by Attorney Warren 
Slaughter of Palm Springs. 
They ask $25,000 damages each. 
Judge McCabe, a local resi­ 
dent. and acquainted with ail 
of the parties in the suit, has 
disqualified himself and the 
case will probably he heard in 
superior court al Riverside. 
ACCORDING TO BURKE, they 
have had to buy bottled water 
for drinking and Ik* has run a 
hose from the hotel to his prop­ 
erty to water his lawn. Milner 
he said, was bringing water in 
by tank truck from Cathedral 
City lo irrigate his orchard. 
Burke said he had been pay­ 
ing Herbert $10 monthlv for 
w a t e r and Milner, $22.50 
monthly. He said Herbert cut 
off the water supply after his 
request for $50 monthly had 
been refused. 
Both home owners charged 
the cutting off of the water 
would cause them “incalcul­ 
able damage.”
